I, Brian Kinnear, am the attorney of record of the above referenced patent 
applications, and I hereby declare as follows: 

1. The above reference patent application relates, in part, to an aneurysm 
stent. The stent of the present application provides improved mechanisms 
and methods to cover the neck of the aneurysm. 

2. Attached as Exhibit 1 to this affidavit is a summary of a seminar 
discussion provided during an industry seminar in Indianapolis, Indiana, 
May 2006. 

3. On page two of the summary, Dr. Leipzig acknowledge that occlusion of 
aneurysms using, for example, coils such as GDC coils have a significant 
aneurysm recurrence rate of 20 to 40%. 

4. In particular, Dr. Leipzig states the root cause is not fully understood but 
involves "incomplete endovascular treatment (neck remnant or incomplete 
coiling at the base)." 



5. The present invention is specifically designed to provide a mechanism to 
address this failure rate and address this specific, yet unaddressed, need of 
the industry as indicated by the summary in Exhibit 1. 

6. The above statements were made with the knowledge that willful false 
statements and the like are punishable by fine and/or imprisonment, or 
both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code, and that 
any such willful false statement may jeopardize the validity of this 
application or any patent resulting therefrom.
